St- John’s Chapel is in the White Tower and is the 
largest and most complete chapel now remaining in any 
Norman Castle. It is a most interesting building teeming 
with historic associations — the early Norman Kings 
must all have worshi ped here. It is 55 r /2 feet long 
by 31 feet wide, its vaulted arche 1 roof being 82 feet high. 
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
